tracts his master, or a cat or . a horse finds 
Its way back to ila homo, over miles of coun- 
try, it does not ehow-a superior brain hut 
only superior senses. A remarkable case In 
this town ofa dog that seemed to distinguish 
letters written by his mistress alter their pas- 
ling through the post, office, might bo ex- 
plained in the same way. 


But he eDamerated six forms In which 


animals' shoved the .higher mental powers: 
1 Combination; 2 Communication;;} Adap- 
tation; 4 Invention; 5 1'iogreso; 6 Gener- 
alization. All these he illustrated by. many 
anecdotes; telling some surprising illustra- 
tions of associated action among animals, 
and of their apparently understanding both 
human larjguige and that of each other. 


Under the head of invention, he disputed 


the Bnke of Argyll's theory that man !> the 
only tool making animal, and cited many in- 
stances in which animals-havo used sticks 
and stones as Implements or weapons. 
Ho 


abo related a circumstance witnessed by a 
friend ofhis, when a' palrjof robbins, after 
trying In vain to tielver their young from a 
prolonged storm, finally brought between 
them a piece of shlngle.and set It up success- 
fully a« aroof. He maintained that there 
ww a real capacity of progress, also, in some 
animals, and described the remarkable, chan- 
get and improvements made by the different 
tpedfiof swallows in .building their nests, 
line* they came to dwelj among the habita- 
tions of men. H« claimed also that animals 
Ihowcd, in certain cases, a power of generali- 
zation. With all this remarkable display of 
mental action among animal', there was yd 
a gap which no philosophy has bridged over 
between the bigbeat animal and the lowest 
•ua. He entered into r.o discussion of the 
Darwinian theory, but declared that bo*er- 
<r high we set the intellectual powers ofan- 
Imab, they only displayed yelmorethe won- 
dar and beanty of creation and closed by 
quoting a verse from an old English poet: 


HMan I can bribe, and woman will 
Consent to any gainful ill; 
Bat tttttA durab creatures are so true 
Ho gold nor gifu can them subdue."
